Mr. Chairman: 

I feel profoundly grateful to honora- 
ble gentlemen for their kindness in con- 
senting to postpone the orders of the day, 
to take up the hill under consideration. 

I xv i 1 1 requite the courtesy by being very- 
brief. 1 should not say a word, sir, but 
that the hill before the committee is a 
highly important one. It involves the 
interests of the inhaoitants of an im- 
mense region, and is entitled to the grave 
and respectful consideration of this dody. 
All the citizens of the transinontane 
Stntes, in greater or less degree, are in- 
terested in its fate, and they c.xpect us 
to legislate upon the subject in a liberal, 
enlightened, and national spirit. In mi- 1 
mcrous memorials which have been pre- 
sented, they invoke the interposition of^ 
the National Legislature to disembarrass 
their trade of burthens, as injurious as 
they arc unrighteous. They tell you 
that their industry and enterprise are 
shackled by unwonted taxation — hat 
their legitimate gains are subjected to 
the ex’tcti ns of a corporation almost 
wholly irresponsible, and they earnesly 
and respectfully call upon Congress for 
relief. Sir, they have a deep stake in 
his matter. Their rights, their inter 
■ sis, their feelings, are ail involved — 

B essetl with more than plenty, they arc- 
vet debarred a free and rightful high 
way to a ready market. Their surplus 
productions must either rot on their 
hands, or in their transit to market, he 
taxed almost at the will of a licensed cor- 
poration — a corporation most improvi- 
dcntly clothed with extraordinary pow 

.ers, and possessed of that pernicious 

prrpetwttt whwjhcc. mm* nut 

be told, sir, that these formidable powers 
were derived from an act of the Legis- 
lature of my own State. This fact does 
not render them less exceptionable. The 
motives of those who passed the act of 
incorporation were pure and praisewor- 
thy. They intended to do good, although 
they acted unwisely. In their anxiety 
to furnish facilities to the navigation of 
the Ohio river, they went too far. They 
were apprized of the difficulties and per- 
ils which the lulls of the Ohio presented 
to the navignter, and they, therefore, in- 
corporated a company to construct the 
Louisville and Portland canal. Tltev 
were aware, that there was no surplus 
local capital, and it was to tempt the em- 
ployment of foreign means in the under- 
taking, that the act complained of was 
passed. Be that as it may, the evil is 
unquestionably indicted, and it is now 
the part of wisdom and duty to adopt the 
best, I may say, the only mode of cer 
reeling the error. 

Mr. Chairman, if it be a part of the 
settled policy of this country, that ob- 
jects purely, essentially, and confessedly 
national, shall receive the favorable con- 
sideration of the Government, the one 
now under discussion is most eminently 
entitled to it. Recollect, sir, that it is 
the busy, the enterprizing, and increa- 
sing thousands of an immense extent of 
jcoui.try, who demand relief — of a dis j 
irict of country, which stretches from 
clime to clime, comprehending within its 
circuit parts of the Stales of New York, 1 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, and 
the whole of Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, • 
Illinois, Missouri, Tennessee,- Alabama, 
Mississippi, and Louisiana, and the Tor- 1 1 
ritory of Arkansas — of an extent of coon- 1 j 
try which includes within its sweep, the 
“Great Father of Rivers” himself, and. 
all his beautiful, unrivalled, and magn.fi- 
cent tributaries. Sir, as the “King of 
Floods” rolls his rushing and turbid vva-|| 
ters to the deep, he hears upon his bosom | 
the surplus productionsol all these States, j 
and many more, much of which find a 1 ! 
way through tbe Louisville and Portland j 
Canal. From its mountain sources to its 
mouth, the Ohio flows freighted with the 1 
exportations of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and Virginia, which States re- 
ceive in return, by the same communi- 
cation the valuable and increasing agri- 
cultural and mineral productions of the 
far South and West. What object then, 
sir, let me inquire, is more national than 
the one under consideration? Through- 
out this vv.de spread, far-reaching land, 
jean any one he designated in which so 
i many Slates and so many people are so 
deeply interested? Sir, there can he hut 
jone answer to theso questions. 

Mr. Chairman, the value of the annual 
commerce of the Ohio river, is estimij 
ted by the committee that reported this 
bill at five millions of dollars. Recen* 
information and reflection have satisfied 
me that this estimate is too low. I have 
been credibly infoimcd, that during the 
year 1HS3, there was freighted from the 



city ot Cincinnati, produce of the value 
of four millions. If this iuforfuuttuii be 
correct, we may safely pm down the val- 
ue of the annual commerce of the Ohio 
l iver, itt this lime, at ten millions. This j 
imtiietis* amount, sir, ought to he suffi- ! 
cic-nt Ifl arrest the attention and enlist ; 
the leeliug^and judgment of Congress in 
favor nf the lull. But it' it be not suffi- 
cient, let us look into the future, and be- j 
hofdif can, live events which lime 
will reveal — let us look onward to the ! 
period when the forests of the west shall 
disappear before the axe of the emigrant, 
when its -valleys and its hill-tops shall i 
he peopled with laborious millions — when ; 
its mighty rivers shall be dotted, and en- 
livened, and variegated with valuable and 
beautiful gardens, and farms, and man- 
ufactories, and villages, and tow its, and | 
splendid cities — when magnificent steam- 
ers never out of view, shall, “rej .icing 
ns they go,” hear ofT the surplus pro- 
ducts of its soil, and let us inquire if its 
population will not have a right then to 
assume a holder tone, and to demand 
from the Federal Government a dispen- 
sation of benefits and encouragement 
great as those granted to more favored 
portions of the country. Sir, do I make 
a wild, unreal, visionary prediction, when 
I say that 'his proud day of prosperity is 
not distant? 1 w ill not pretend to fore- 
tell the mighty destinies of the valley of 
the Mississippi, or portray the world that 
is there leaping* into existence. But if 
the les.-ons tiff .riled by the history of the 
past, give ns any right to found calcula- 
tions upon the future, the lapse of less 
than fifty years will present the living, 
moving, and wondrous spectacle which l 
have depicted. Fortv-five years ago. the 
territory which is now the State of Ohio, 
was a wilderness. Nature there reposed 
in primeval and uninvaded grandeur, 
save only w! en it was disturbed by the 
prowlings of the wild beast and the 
roaming footsteps of the savage. Now 
it numbers and sustains more than a mil 
lion of inhabitants, tanks the third State 
in the Union, and is still hurrying on- 
ward in her bright career. 

In 1817, Mr. Chairman, when steam- 

1 -py s hep"* 1 to obtAin acnci-s.l use on the 

wp-Hwii H-,.^ers. the commerce between 

Pittsburgh and New Orleans employed 
about twenty barges, and one hundred 
keel boats, generally of small dimensions 
and capacity. I know not the number 
now employed in the exclusive trade of 
those twi cities; but I do know, that the 
w hole trade of the Ohio and Mississippi 
and their tributaries, gives employment 
to about three hundred steam boats, and 
more than two thousand flat and ketl 
boats. As population increases in the 
west, its commerce must increase; and 
no matter how much it may augment, it 
must endure an oppressive and perpetual 
tax, unless Congress shall sec proper to 
remove it. Sir, the inhabitants of that 
region feel and know this. They see 
that their industry and trade are subject- 
ed to a most Onerous impost, while that 
of other pot tions of the confederacy i> 
entirely freed from it. They sec that 
obstructions to the navigation of eastern 
and northern rivers, inconsiderable when 
compared with the Ohio, have been re- 
moved entirely at the expense ot the 
General Government, mid no local tax 
imposed on th- se who pr* fit by it- 1 he' 
see that a Delaware Breakwater has 
been constructed at (he common expense, 
and Philadelphia and the surrounding 
country paying no local charges therefor. 
Thev know that large sums are annually 
appropriated by Congtess to construct 
and improve harbors along the sea-cost 
and (he lakes, to plant buoys, build and 
support light houses, and no local tax 
paid bv those who gain by tbe expendi- 
ture. Sir, they do not cavil about or 
complain of these things, but they* sav : 
that the object of this bill is more nation- 
al than any or all of these. They think 
that these acts of favor to onr northern 
Htid eastern brethren, give them a right 
to claitr something from the bounty and 
liberulilv of their Government.

LEGISLATIVE CONVENTION. 

At a meeting of the democratic mem 
here of both branches of the Legislature 
and others, held at the capitol in the town 
of Frankfort, on the evening of the I7lh 
of February, 1835, for the purpose of 
taking into consideration (among other 
aubjects) the propriety of recommending 
to tho Democratic Republicans of the 
Union, a designated time and place of 
holding a National Convention, for the 
nomination of candidates for President ] 
and Vice President of the United States 
— and of appointing a proper number of 
suitable delegates to represent the de- 1 
mocracy of Kentucky in sue!) proposed] 
Convention. Samuel Davibss, Esq., of 
tho Senate, was unanimously called to 
the chair, and J. L. Murray, appointed 
Secretary of tho meeting — and tho object 
of the meeting having been explained by 
an address suited to the occasion. The 
following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted. 

Resolved, That IhU meeting before final ad- 
journment will proceed to nominate a suitable 
number ofdelegates to represent the Democratic 
Republicans of Kentucky in said Convention. I 

Resolved, That a Committee of six be appoint*; 
ed to select one suitable person from each Con- 
gressional district, and two from the Slate general- 
ly, as delegates to attend said Convention, and 
that said Committee be directed to prepare suita- 
ble resolutions with an address, to the people of 
Kentucky, and report the same to our next meet- 
ing — whereupon, William T. VV.Ilis, Ambrose 
Bramlett, VV m . H. N. Drake, Henry C. Harris, 
and J. L . M urray, were appointed by the Chair 
to constitute said Committee. 

And thereupon the meeting was ad- 
journed to meet again on Monday eve- 
ning, the 23d inst. 

Monday evening, the 23d instant, the ! 
meeting convened at the capitol, pursu-l 
ant to adjournment — when the Commit ‘ 
toe appointed for that purpose, reported 
the following Preamble and Resolutions,! 
which being read and approved of by the 
meeting, were severally adopted, viz: 

TO THE PEOPLE OF KENTUCKY. 

Fallow Citizens: 

The circumstances which have called; 
us together, ihe interesting crisis in the 
affairs of the National administration, an 1 
th#se of the democratic party in Ken- 1 
tucky, afford the apology for this address. 

The basis of our union, and the in- 
ducements to the adoption of the Feder 1 
al Constitution are happily expressed, in 
its preamble in the following words. — 
“We the people of the United States, in 
order to form a more perfect union, es- 
tablish justice, insure domestic tranquili 
ty provide for the common defence, pro- 
mote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves, and to 
our posterity, do ordain and establish this 
Constitution for the United States.'’ — 
TJie powers delegated to the federal gov- 
ernment by that Constitution, arc direc-* 
ted exclusively to those ends — The states 
in its adoption ever jealous of granting 
over much, by an early amendment, lim 
ited its construction by the following sec- 
tion: “The powers not delegated to tho 
United States by the constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the States are reserv 
ed to the States respectively, or to the 
people. 11 'The union thus established 
upon the firm basis of a written Consti-i 
tut ion, the patriots who achieved it bv 
their toil and blood spent in the revolu- 
tion, and their political forecast in con- 
ceiving it; feeling that they had done 
enough for themselves and their posteri- 
ty, retired to repose under its protection, 
in tho enjoyment of its blessings. 

From that period to the present time, 
our growth as a nation stands unparpl-j 
leled in the annals of the world; true we 
have again and again been excited and 
convulsed by political dissensions, which! 
have marred our domestic interests, and I 
distu rbed our private relations, yet when 
our national rights were outraged by for- 
eign force, whch led to the late war, we 
forgot in the love of country, and pride of 
national character, those lesser evils, and 
united in thd expulsion of the greater. 
Since which tiirtC Ihosc political differen- 
ces have become more widely spread,! 
and more exciting in tfrair character, and 
within a fow years past have assumed 
such a threatning aspect, (hat the real, 
patriot has cause of alarm; if not a just 
apprehension for the stability pf our in- 
stitutions. To those who love their coun- 
try, and are prepared to unite in all 
tbeir energies U) avert the dread catastro- J 
phe, it may not be uninteresting, calm 
ly to enquire into the * 



nation, since the adoption of the Federal 
Constitution, have grown out of the et- 
fortsof ambitious men, to claim the ex- 
ercise of powers under that instrument 
by construction which its authors never 
intended to confer, and which its palpa- 
ble import, its letter, and its spirit, do not 
authorise. 

The first exercise of that •onstructive 
power as we contend, "as in granting 
the charter of the first Bank of the Uni- 
ted States — and which produced our first 
political division. The advocates of that 
measure early after the disturbances 
which it produced were called Federal- 
ists, its opponents democrats or republi- 
cans — The next abuses of the Consti- 
tution in the exercise of power by con- 
stiuction, were in the enactments of the 
laws under the administration of the el- 
der Adams, called the alien and sedition 
laws. Those strides of power soalarm- 
en the republican party, that they awak- 
ed from the momentary slumber of secu- 
rity which they indulged in, after the 
triumph of the revolution and the adop 
ti*n of the Constitution, and hurled from 
paver the elder Adams, and placed in 
hii stead Jefferson, their greatest cham- 
pion, and who is justly regarded at this 
day, as the father of the democracy of 
our country — Tho principles of his ad 
ministration were so approved, that af- 
terwards in 1811, when the federalists 
again sought empire, by an effort at a, 
re-charter of the then existing bank ofi 
the United States, all its money and the 
influence of all the talents it had corrupt- 
ed, were unable to carry the measure,) 
and it expired by its original limitation. 

The last war, a measure of necessity, had 
heen greatly proloogid by the union of a portion 
of the federalists in «ome of the eastern states , in 
opposition to the enrgetic measures recommended 
by the existing administration , with a view to its 
speedy termination, and which had involved the 
country in a considerable debt — The derange I 
condition of our financial affairs as a nation, was 
seized upon by the federalists, as the appropriate 
season for an application for a charter of a na- 
tional Bank, under the pretext of assisting the 
government in its fiscal operations. Some of our 
distinguished itatesmen then in Congress, who 
had been reared in the democratic ranks, and 
been elevated by that party, had but recently 
spent years abroad representing the union in the 
character of ministers, and imbibed the heredical 
political doctrines which govern intrigues for of- 
fice, in the old world — Presuming upon the eleva- 
ted stations they occupied, and the hold they had 
in the confidence of their countrymen, and being 
themselves further moved by ambitious aims to- 
wards their own elevation, did in opposition to 
their principles and sentiments avowed and pub- 
lished on other occasions, unite with the federal- 
ists, and became the successful advocates of the 
Bank. These men had learned in the old coun- 
tries of Europe, that the money power combined 
with the distribution of the government revenues 
skilfully directed, would make the existing admin- 
istration popular. It is true that in monaichies 
and aristocratical governments, the money power 
controls, under th« old Kingly maxim, that “mo- 
ney is power.” But whenever it shell influence 
the action of a Republic, it will soon cease to be 
such, its character will change and it will be the 
money power, and not principles which will con- 
trol it — The Bank of the United Slates was the 
most potent instrument in ihe hands of the feder- 
alists, for the overthrow of democracy: and its 
steps towards that end have been gigantic. In 

•w «arty Aparaiimti it prostrated nur lf*mt InstfttT-j 

tions, and caused to be left in the hands of a con- 
fiding people, a large amount of discredited pa- 
per, the cause of which was b» the advocates of 
that Bank, artfully attributed to the iucompeten- 
cy of state institutions, to manage monied mat- 
ters : an almnstgeneral embarrassment and rui.i en- 
sued ; the enterprising citizen became the victim 
of the desolation of the mammoth: their proper- 
ty was sacrificed, having become the easy prey of 
its favorites, its cringing supporters, known in those 
& even the present times, by the names of sha- 
vers, usureis, brokers & i's feed attorneys. These 
men, having grown fat upon the spoils of the un 
wary & unsuspecting, together with their follow 
ers and diseriples, assumed to themselves the char- 
acter of “all the decency” of the land, while 
those who stood boldly forth in opposition to the 
bank, and in support of democratic . principles 
were in Kentucky, denounced as the “nether end 
of society.” Animated by success, the federal- 
ists sought strength by calling into actiou all the 
influence of the money powei. To that end they 
directed their influence in the national legislature, 
to increase the revenues, enrich the treasury, and 
buy themselves into power by its distribution; 
whence originated the constructive tariff meas- 
ures, and all the constructive American system

THE TUILLERIES. 

From “ Letters from Europe By Wm. 

H. Seward. 

The Tuillleries is a magnificent struc- 
ture, worthy the greatness and glory of] 
the country. It is three sto.ies in 
height, and about 700 feet in length. <t 
consists of five different pavilions, with 
intervening buildings connecting them 
together. The front presents, what at 
first view seems an incongruous asso- 
ciation of five different orders of archi- 
tecture, although, on more careful atten- 
tion to the different parts of the building, 
you discover that they are not blended, 
and that the decorations of each are in 
the best taste, and of the most exquisite 
execution. The centre pavilion is sur- 
mounted by a lofty dome, on which is 
seen the tri-colored flag of France. The 
palace was founded by Catharine de Me 
diets, who prosecuted toe work with 
great industry, until recollecting that it 
was situate in the parish of St. Germain 
P. Auxenois, andjbeing under the influ- 
ence of a superstitious apprehension, that 
thd name of St. Germain was ominous to 
her, she suddenly relinquished it. Ii 
was enlarged by Henry 4th and Louis 
13th, and completed by Louis 14th. It 
was not the magnificence of the palace 
which interested me so much, while I 
traversed the pavements around it, as 
the all engrossing refleclions arising 
from the tenancy of it by the unhappy 
Louis 16th, and (ho hold yet cautious 
possession of it by Bonaparle ns Consul. 
The gradual establishment of Bonapart’s 
Court; ihe grief with which Josephine] 
viewed the overwhelming increase of his! 
wealth and power and glory; the decay I 
of her domestic happiness; ihe relentless 
workings of that ambition which urged 
Napoleon to demand a divorce from a wo-] 
man whom ho dearly loved; the pitiful 
.subserviency of the church which pro- 
Jnounced it at his bidding; the noble mag- 
nanimity and resignation with which the 
[wife, after a fierce struggle, yielded to 
the demands made, ns she thought, by I 
the inexorable destiny of Napoleon; the] 
arrival of the new Empress; the accla- 
mations of tbe idolatrous Parisians, on' 
the birth of the young King of Rome, I 
sent by Providence, as they thought, to 1 
confirm forever the dynasty of Napoleon ;’ 
the acclamations oi tiie same crowd when ! 
the founder of this destiny flod before his] 
pursuers, and an expelled and long per-) 
scouted racj were restored to these 
Courts, by the strong arm of foreign pow-' 
ers; the enthusiasm with which succcs ' 
sivoly the restored was expelled, and 
the expelled Napolean restored to the 
proud residence of Kings; the stirring 
history of the hundred days; the sinking 1 
of Ihe star of Napoleon’s power forever;' 
and 'lie successive revolutions which’ 1 
have caused the I’uilleries again to rc-* 
ceive tenants chosen in a moment of pop-^ 
ular excitement, and holding their pos-! 
session by a tenure so precarious as the 
fickle will of this versatile people! Who 1 
could look at the Tuilleries, when such 
a throng of reflections crowd upon his] 
thoughts, without interest? Oh who,' 
thus looking at them, could covet the 
glory, or the wealth, or power of Royal- 
ty? The principal entrance of the court 
of the 1 ulleries, is the grand triumphal 

arch erected by Napoleon, in 1800. It 

is built of beautiful marble, of the most 
correct proportions, and decorated with 
the most exquisite taste. I think I have 
no where seen a more beautiful monu- 
ment. Its model was that of Septimus 
Scverus, at Rome. It is sxty feetl wide 
and forty five feet high. It has one 
grand arch in the centre, fourteen feet 
wide, and one on each side eight and a 
halt feet wide. Each front has four Cor- 
inthian columns of Languedoc marble,! 
supporting figures of Graces. The roofs| 
of the side arches are decorated with 
thunderbolts and brances ot laurel and 
palm. Figures emblematic of Fame, 



adorn the r roof of the grand arch. Be- 
side these decorations, are groups repre- 
senting the entry of Munich, the battle 
of Austerlitz, and the capitulation ofUlm/ 
But the most splendid ornament of this 
arch was, as is said here, the statuo of 
Napoleon, in a triumphal car drawn by 
four horses. The horses, which were of 
bronze, were part of the spoils of conquest 
having been taken by Napoleon from tho 
great square of St. Marc, at Venice,- 
and as if they were identified with the 
history < f the transfer of power, had ori- 
ginally adorned the triumphal arch of 
Noro at Rome. The sad reverses of 
1814 brought in turn the spoliation of 
this insulting moment ; the groups illustra- 
tive of Napoleon’s victories were remo- 
ved! Ilisstatue and car of victory were 
contumeliously hurled from the summit, 
the horses were restored to Austria,- 
among her recaptured spoils, and in 1828 
their place was supplied by a car of vic- 
tory drawn by horses made after the' 
model of those which were lost, and a 
figure emblematic of the Restoration. It 
remains to be added that the triumphal 
arch was again made to correspond to 
the temper of the times, after the revo- 
lution of 1830. The representation of 
Napoleon’s victories was restored, and' 
the Genius of the Restoration was made 
to give place in the car to the Goddess of 
Victor)-. Thus completed, it is presum- 
ed that whatever may be the changes 
which the Tulleries “are heir to,” this 
beautifnl monument will be permitted to 
remain an appropriate entrance to the 
palace, and a proud monument of the 
glory of French arms.

It gives us plea- 
sure also, to add that President Jackson 
has committed the execution of this ar- 
duous undertaking to Mr. Featherston- 
haugh, one of the members of the Geolo- 
gical Society of London, who has acqui- 
red deserved reputation as a practical 
and ardent geologist. This gentleman 
lias been many years a resident of the 
United States, and it is of him that Mr. 
Coneybeare, in his celebrated report, 
says — “Mr. F. a geologist eminently 
qualified, with his intimate acquaint ance 
with European formations, to advance 
those comparative views which demand 
the principal attention in our science.’ 
“YVe cannot but look with untnixed ad- 
miration upon the steadiness with which 
all the great interests of the United 
States are pursued. The States have 
wisely concurred in a great act of legis- 
lation that cannot but redound to the best 
interests of their country, and the sub- 
stantial advancement of natural science. 
It is an act which Europe will admire, 
and we hope imitate, and that will ever 
reflect great honor upon the admin istra- 
'ion of the present distingushed Chief 
Magistrate of the United States.”

Extract from Mr. CALHOUN’S speech! 

S. C. the place of his nativity, deliv- 
ered on the 27th May, 1825. 

“Not doubting the necessity of an en- 
lightened system of measures for the se- 
rmrity the country , and the advance- 

ment oj its true interest, nor your dispo- 
sition to make the necessary sacrifices to 
sustain it, I gave my zealous efforts in 
favor of all such measures ; the gradual I 
increase of the Navy, a moderate Milita 
ry establishment, properly organized and 
instructed, a system of fortification for 
the defence of the co st, the restoration of 
specie currency, a due protection of those 
manufactures of the country which had 
taken root during the period of war, and 
restrictions ; and, finally, a system of con- 
necting the various portions of the coun- 
try by a judicious system of internal im- 
provement. Nor again was I mistaken 
in yonr character." 

The above passage from Mr. Cal- 
houn’s self-congratulating address, in 
which he divides the praise with his con- 
stituents for bearing the necessary sac- 
rifices, shows conclusively how false are 
all the denials which have been put in, 
as to his having been the advocate of the 
American sy stem in extenso. Mr. Cal- 
houn himself, and all the nullifying prints 
under his control, have defended his ad- 
vocacy of the protective Tariff in his 
speech of 1816, upon the pretence that it 
was a temporary measure, not a system; 
but here we have Mr. Calhoun almost 
ten years after, boasting of it as “an en- 
lightened system of measures ,” for which 
he felt bound to acknowledge the virtu- 
ous self-denial of his constituents in ma- 
king sacrifices to sustain.
